Its Trains. 


A Freight Ron Oat of the Yards Be 


tweeD Lines of Shining Win- 


chester 
Rifles. 


The Company Breaks the Block 
arte Aided by a Power- 
ful Police ijruard. 


LAKE S HOKE STRIKE. 


The Company is Away on Top' 
To-<lay. 


CHICAGO, June 28.—The chief of po 
lice of the town of Lake appeared at the 
switching yards of the Lake Shore rail 
road at 8 o'clock this morning with a po- 
lice force of 100 men including specials 
and Pinkerton police, and at once began 
work attempting to clear the yards of 
strikers and idlers. 
Very few of the 
latter had entered the yards, but re- 
mained in large groups just beyond the 
railroad 
tracks intently watching the 
movements of the railroad people. Sev- 
eral hundred men, • however, remained 
in close vicinity to the round house and 
the cars of the Lake Shore road and re- 
fused to obey the order of the police to 
move. 
Clubs were drawn and several 
rushes were made on these grounds. 
The 
police 
used their clubs and in 
'one of 
the 
encounters 
Detective 
IFinn, of the Lake police, knocked one 
of the men down. 
He is the only person 
reported to have sustained serious injury. 
The crowd gradually withdrew from the 
immediate vicinity of the yards. 
The 
company made no attempt to move cars 
up to 9 o'clock. 


There are fully 200 police and specials 
stationed along the Lake Shore tracks, 
between 
Forty-first and Forty-fifth 
streets. 
Nearly 100 of the specials in 
''the employ of the Lake Shore road are 
armed with Springfield breech loading 
musketH. 
These men axe guarding the 
round house tracks of the Lake Shore 
. road at intervals of fifty yards and no 
one is allowed to approach the switches 
or property of the railroad. 
The strik- 
ers and their adherents remain along 
State street, just outside of the right of 
way of the railroad, excitedly discussing 
the situation. 


At 10 :40 the company had four engines 
out of the round house and run them 
south to the main switching yards, at 
Forty-third street, supposedly io get out 
a train. 


Deputy Sheriff Gleason appeared at 
Forty-first street shortlv after 10 o'clock 
accompanied by several deputies and 
read the riot act at several points along 
the Lake Shore road. 
• The crowds 
moved off quietly at the reading of the 
act and up to 11 o'clock everything was 
quiet in the vicinity of the railroad 
tracks from the City limits south to En- 
glewood. 


The Lake Shore company succeeded 
in making a train of fourteen freight 
cars and a caboose and started south at 
11:55 without molestation. 
A few min- 
utes befare it started five strikeis ven- 
tured into the yards at Forty-third 
street and refusing to move, were han- 
dled roughly by the police and one was 
placed under arrest. 
The others moved 
off. 


The Railroad company has brought 
out eight engines and has sent six down 
the road, each having on board a deputy 
sheriff and a squad of men armed with 
Winchester riiles. 
These locomotives 
are employed as scouts to see that the 
tracks and switches are protected and 
ready for the passage of regular freights. 
No molestation has been offered to men 
on engines. 


BAISED THE BLOCKADE. 


The Lake Shore Bail way company has 
at last succeeded in getting a freight 
train started from the yards at Boot 
street. The blockade was broken at 


12:15 to-day. At that hour the switch 
engines, which have been busy in the 
yards making up trains, steamed on to 
the side tracks and the regular engine 
was coupled on to the train. 
The spe 
cial police, with their Winchester rifles 
ready, stood by on the alert. The guns 
were too much for the crowds who 
thronged the streets in the vicinity, and 
no attempt was made to interfere with 
the movements of the train men. 


When everything was in readiness for 
a start, a detail of Pinkerton's men 
armed with rifles, climbed on the engine 
and tops of cars with their guns and this 
gave the scene a war like appearance. 
Just before the train was ready to start, 
a switch engine to which was attached 
caboose, also heavily guarded pullec 
on to the main track. 
The train reached 
Englewood at 12:20, and South Chicago 
at 
1 2 : 5 0 , 
without molestation. 
The 
crowds jeered the train as it passed. It 
will be guarded to the Lidiana state line 
by armed specials on board. 


TWO MORE TBAINS. 


Two more freight trains have been 
sent out without any trouble. 


MOVING OUT. 


M I L L E R ' S STATION, Ind., 2 P. M.—Two 
freight trains on the Lake Shore road, 
made up at Chicago at noon, have just 
passed here for the east without inter- 
ference of any kind. 
The armed guards 
returned on an in-bound train. 


WANT MORE FREIGHT. 


2:30 p. m.—A freight train from the 
east has arrived at the Lake Shore yards 
in the city. 
The ofiicials have issued 
notice to accept freight without limit. 
They state that they believe the strike is 
ended. 
The switchmen are holding 
session. 


BOYCOTTEBS' AND STTIKEBS 
TEIALS. 


MILWAUKEE, June 28.—Judge Sloan 
has ruled that Eobert Schilling, state or- 
ganizer of the Kuighl s of Labor, is lia- 
ble to prosecution on a charge of con- 
spiracy. 
He holds that boycotting is 
punishable under the statutes, and that 
boycotting injured a 
firm's 
income, 
which is as much property as machinery 
or buildings. 
The motion to quash was 
overruled and the trial began. 


PARSONS, Kan., June 
28.—William 
Quarles, Edward Hollis, W. L. Buchan- 
an and Albert Jaystal, all of whom par- 
ticipated in the late southwestern rail- 
road strikes, have been found guilty of 
conspiracy and sentenced to pay $100 
fine and costs, and serve thirty days im- 
prisonment in the county jail. 


WINNING FAME.

S T . LOUIS, June 28.—The nail mill 
strike at Belleville. 111., was ended by 
settlement at Pittsburg. 
Under the 
new agreement the men will not receive 
lesB than seventeen cents per keg, no 
matter what the price of nails may be.

THE WABASH. 


A Savage Attack on Humphreys 
and Tutt and Their Methods. 


A bill was filed in the United States 
circuit court at Chicago by Charles H. 
Beers to foreclose the first mortgage on 
the Chicago division of the Wabash, St. 
Loui«* and Pacific Bail road company for 
default in payment of interest. 
This 
mortgage was executed July 1, 1880, to 
secure an issue of $4,500,000, and covers 
what is known as the Chicago and Padu- 
cah railway. 


Beers next makes a savage attack on 
Humphreys and Tutt, the present re- 
ceivers. 
He says thai Humphreys re- 
sides in New York, and Tutt in St. 
Louis, and both being engaged in active 
business they have no time to devote to 
the interests of the Wabash. 
That the 
Chicago division and terminal lease were 
amply good to pay all its interest and 
taxes, but that the receivers have for 
the last two years been using the profits 
of the paying part of the Wabash to 
bolster up the non-paying part. 
That 
both receivers are stockholders and di- 
rectors of the Wabash, and are both in- 
terested in the floating debt of the 
company, and of the outstanding receiv- 
ers notes which Beers claims were issued 
without order of court, and constitute no 
lawful charge on the mortgage security 
now sought to be foreclosed. 
Lastly 
that Humphreys and Tutt are both 
largely interested in the Ellsworth Coal 
company, composed almost wholly of 
directors and officers of the Wabash, 
and engaged in mining and shipping 
coal near Danville and other places in 
this state, and that they have given it a 
monopoly of all the coal used on the 
Wabash. 
Also, that they have been 
hauling immense amounts of coal for this 
coal company at lower rates than the 
regular charges, by means of rebates.

WASHINGTON, June 28—Under the 
call of states the following bills were in- 
troduced and referred: 


By Beach. New York, granting Hot 
Springs reservation to the state of Ar- 
kansas. 


By Gallinger, New Hampshire, A res- 
olution reciting that it is a matter of 
current newspaper rumor that the offi- 
cers of the df mocratic campaign com- 
mittee, through a persou not an em- 
ployee of the government has arranged 
to solicit contributions from the demo- 
cratic congressmen and others in the 
employ of the government, and direct- 
ing the committee on civil aervice re- 
form to investigate the facts with a view 
to ascertaining whether section eleven 
of the civil service law has been violated. 


By King, of Louisiana, a bill against 
the French government authorizing a 
lottery loan of 600,000,000 francs to the 
Panama Canal company as foreign to 
the policy of the United States. 


By Bandall, to reduce and equalize 
the duties on imports, to reduce internal 
revenue taxes and to modify the laws in 
relation to the collection of revenue. The 
bill makes certain changes in the cus- 
toms duties, to take effect at the com- 
mencement of the new year. 
It aJso 
provides for the repeal of all forms of 
internal revenue taxation on tobacco. It 
makes radical changes on wool and to- 
bacco and slight ones on iron. 


From computations based on last 
years receipts it is estimated that the 
Bandall tariff bill introduced to-day will 
effect a reduction in the government 
revenue of $34,977,665.

DEATH OF A SCIENTIFIC WOMAN. 


M n . Erminiiie A. Smith, Indlanolt^ist 
Mid MlneralogrlBt. * 


(Special Ccnrespondenoe.] 


NXWTORK, June 2L—This lady died re- 
oenfly at her home in Jersey City, aged 48 
year&' As an Indianologist and mineral- 
ogbt ^ 
was at die head of the few scien- 
tifte women in this oountrv, andt her death 
is a great loss.. Mra Smich had been for 


some years an attaché of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 
Her line of wwk there was the 
folk lore and language of the six Indian 
nations. 
At the time of her lamented death 
she had nearly completed a dictionary of 
the language still spoken by the Iroquois. 


She had also collected a volume of quaint 
Indian mythology and folic lore, which was 
published with illustrations by the United 
States bureau of ethnology. 
There is in both 
volumes much painstaking investigation and 
original research. 
The value of these studies 
in Indianology is that they preservo for us a 
record of a people now almost vanished from 
the earth. 
They will assist archaeologists to 
trace out the history and origin of the red 
man in America. 
In pursuit of her Indian 
lore the indefatigable worker went to the 
various tribes in person and lived among 
them a considerable time. 


Mrs. Smith was married very young, hav- 
ing previously graduated at Mi's. Willard's 
seminary at Troy, N. Y. 
But she did not 
cease studying on her wedding day. 
On the 
contrary her intellectual work seemed only 
begun. 
She took a course of study in the 
school of mines of Columbia college, New 
York, 
Later she went to Germany and 
studied mineralogy in one of the universities 
there, being the only woman who ever did 
this. 
She visited the coast of the Baltic 
sea 
to 
investigate 
the amber fisheries. 
Ten years ago she founded the ^¿Esthetic 
Society of Jersey City, an association mostly 
of young ladies, for literary, musical and 
elocutionary culture. 
It became very popu 
lar at onqe. 
Mrs. Smith was its president 
from the time of its organization till her 
death. 
It now numbers .500 members. 
It is 
said really to have changed the tone of 
society in Jersey City. 
The most distin- 
guished men and women in the world of 
science and belles-lettres from both sides of 
the Atlantic have been guests of the JEsthetic 
club. 


Mrs. Smitn was the first woman elected a 
fellow of the New York Academy of Sci- 
ences. 
She belonged to the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science and 
to the 
English 
Anthropological 
society. 
When the British association met at Mon- 
treal our brave Yankee scientific woman 
read before them a paper on Indianology, 
which was greatly applauded. At her home, 
in Jersey City, she had what is said to be the 
finest private collection of minerals and In- 
dian 
curios 
in 
America, 
gathered 
by 
her 
own 
busy 
hands. 
She 
was 
a 
prominent 
member 
of 
Sorosis, 
and for 
years 
was chairman 
of 
its 
committee 
on science. 
At her fvmeral the Daughters 
of .Esthetics, members of Sorosis and scien- 
tific men met to mourn their common loss. 
Distinguished professors of science aided to 
carry her flower-covered coffin to its tomb. 


Her home was a very happy one, and she 
was a devoted wife and mother. 
She . was 
as lovable as she was learned. 
One of the 
pleasantest pictures in her life is that of the 
time when she went to Europe with her four 
sons, to study all together. 


Erminnie Smith was always learning. 
Her 
life is a steady inspiration and example to 
other women.

Natural Stone Troag^bs and Indian Millr. 


What are called the "stone troughs'* 
are found in coming up the Trukee river 
from the lakes, and are a natural forma- 
tion of a sort of limestone. They are often 
seen ten feet long, four or five feet wide 
and several inches deep, with the sides 
two or three inches in thickness, accord- 
ing to size—the small ones thinnest. 
They are shaped like the sheet iron pans 
used in stoves for baking break, are quite 
hard, and ring like a piece of pottery 
when struck. All are found filled with 
sand. 


Down about the lake in the valley are 
found many stone troughs of a different 
kind. These are undoubtedly artificial, 
and were made by the Indians to be 
used in grinding grass seeds. Some of 
these look as if they had been in use for 
himdreds of years. A few of the smaller 
ones are portable, but the majority have 
been formed in huge fragments or solid 
ledges of porphyry or granite, just as the 
Digger Indians of California make mor- 
tars in granite reefs in which to pound 
their acoms. Here, however, the seeds 
are ground into flour by being rubbed, 
not beaten, as are the acoms; therefore, 
instead of the cavity in the rock being 
a roimd pot hole, it is a long, shallow, 
trough-shaped cavity. Some of these 
grinding troughs are several feet long, 
and near them are found the stones used 
in grinding. They are large and heavy, 
and appear to have been pushed back 
and forth by persons seated at opposite 
ends of the troughs, by means of a stout 
pole lashed to tliem in such a way as to 
form two handles. 


A few portable mills are found. They 
are of two kinds. 
One has a cavity 
which is perfectly round and the muller 
used in grinding is as round as a cannon 
ball. Those of the other style are oblong 
and have a muller or grinding stone of 
about the size and shape of an old-fash- 
ioned smoothing iron. These mills were 
used in former times. Since the Piutes 
have made the acquaintance of the white 
man's flour they no longer have any 
stomach for flour made of the seeds of 
bunch g r ^ and the wild sunflower.

Present—The I^adies of tbe Lobby »nd 
Some Bare Men—The Striker—The Ex- 
Congressman and Others. 


rspecial Comspondenoe.] 
WASHINGTON, June at—The last days of 
the session are fast approaching, and a few 
weeks at most will decide the fate of every 
bill and claim which is now before congress. 
The scenes of the great Capitol building are 
those of bustling activity, and a pushing, 
rushing, anxious crowd hangs about the 
doors ot the house and' senate, hurries this 
way and that throt^h the corridors, and 
buttonholes the statesmen in the embrasures 
of the window. 
The ladies' reception room 
is never empty now, and there are quite as 
many women as men in other parts of the 
congressional lobby. The galleries are pretty 
well filled all the time, and the season, when 
the lobbyist gets his richest cream is at its 
full 


The Washington lobbyist does not make as 
much money now as formerly, and the days 
when fortunes were paid for a single vote 
seem to have passed away. 
There are scores 
of lobbyists here, but only a few of them 
make much money, and the term is now 
applied to any one who attempts to in- 
fluence 
congress in any way in regard 
to any measure, whether it be in his own 
interest or in the interest of his friendsL 
When .Sam Ward was a power here it was 
not uncommon for sums like $10,000 and 
$25,000 to be spent to influence even minor 
matters, and John W. Forney is said to have 
received $25,000 for influencing a Pennsyl- 
vania congressman's vote against the Credit 
Mobilier bill 
It is said that $f500,000 were 
given to lobbyists to get this subsidy through, 
and of tills it is said that $500,000 went to 
congressmen. 


A lobbyist. 


This money was snent in the interest of the 
Central Pacific railroad, and this railroad 
alwnys ki eps its agent here at Washington. 
Dick Franchot, an »^x-congressman from New 
York, got 
a year for doing it in the 


past, and tlie man who attends to its busi- 
ness now receives in all probability a greater 
salary than twice that of the chief justice of 
the supremo court, and he is one of the char- 
acters of Washington. 
I see him every day 
at the CajiitoL 
He is a slightly bent, old 
gentleman, with hair and side whiskers as 
white as snow and a smile which is childlike 
and bland. 
He looks very much like a re- 
tired statesman, and he moves about through 
the corridors apparently on famiiiaj- terms 
with every noted man about the CapitoL 
He probably knows more about legislation 
than any of the congressmen tliemselves, and 
I would rather trust his judgment as to the 
passage of a bill than that of four-fifths of 
th^inembers of the house. 
He lives in the 
fasmonablo noi'thwest part of Washington, 
and his daughters go into the best society. 
He reports the doin^is of congress to C. P. 
Huntingdon ¿.nd Huntingdon often comes 
to Wasiimgfcon to confer with him. 
Last 
year when Huntingdon was here he was sur- 
prised that one of the senators refused to 
come out into the lobby to see him. 


The Pennsylvania railroad pays $10,000 a 
year to its agent at Washingloji, and this 
agent is a broatl faced Qualier, with red 
side whiskers, who u^ed to be a Washington 
correspondent. 
There are a number of 
other men who get big wages for influencing 
and keeping track of congressional work, 
but among them you will find no Sam 
Ward. 
Ward lived at Washington 
for 
eighteen yeai-s, and he was the greatest 
dinnei'-giver the capital has ever bad. 
He 
was a short, stout fellow, with twinkling, 
laughing eyes, a noble head and snow while 
imperial. 
His linen 
as always of the finest 
and his clothes of the best. 
He could speak 
half a dozen languages, and delighted in the 
studies of the classics. 
He wore a rose on 
his coat and diamonds in his shirt, and in 
one of his pockets he usually carried a copy, 
of one of the Latin classics, which he read 
in the corridors while waiting for members 
of congress. 
He never asked men to favor 
his measures at the dinner table, but he 
treated them so well that they delighted to 
serve him. He was a high toned fellow, and 
his dinner exp<'nses for the first work he did 
here cost $ I "J,(XK). He spent a great deal of 
money^ though he made a great deal, and 
there is a story that he spent some months 
in the kitchen of a French count studying 
the methods of his chef de cuisine to fit him 
for his after career. 


The two old ladies in the ho%ise gallery. 
A word about some of the big lobby 
schemes of the United States. 
The Yazoo 
land frauds, away back in 1795, proposed to 
sell a5,000,000 acres o! good state lands in 
Greorgia to a company for 1% cents per 
acre. 
The company bought the G^rgia 
legislature and the bill 
passed. 
It 
was 
afterward questioned and finally came to 
congrei-s. 
Congress, under the influence of 
the lobby, paid out $8,000,000 to square the 
account, and gave these land sharks about 
26 cents an acre for land that had cost them 
less than 2 cents an aare. 
Most of the early 
lobby scheme» were land schemes, and in 
1857 two New York congressmen had to re- 
sign because one of them had gotten railroad 
stocks for his vote, and the other had re- 
ceived seven square miles of land. 
When 
we bought Alaska it was chargod that a 


gnat dflcJ^of money waii tmdaly used, and 
when tiiq Credit M(^ilier canM, up, a num- 
ber of congressmen received their political 
deaths by being coanected with it 
The P«r 
dflc Mail Steamship bill is said to hav» 
cost $800,000 for lobby expenses and of this 
$S00,000 was paid to a single congressman. 
The Pan Electric Telephone c o m p l y at- 
tempted to do some lobbying during tto 
past year by placing their stock where it 
would do the most good, and there are al- 
ways before Congress measures which are 
favored and opposed by the lobbyista 


An interview 
with Sam 
EandaU. 


Many of the lobby about congress are peo- 
ple who have their own claims to see after, 
and these seldom do work for outside par- 
ties. 
Among them are scores of widows in 
black weeds, who come to the reception 
room to push, if possible, their claims for 
pensions. 
Others are southern women who 
have lost property during the war and want 
the government to restore it 
I saw a sad 
scene in the reception room to-day, it was 
that of a f^ray haired, bent old woman in 
black, with two little children standing be- 
side her, a boy and a girl pleading with Sam 
Randall 
She may have been a soldier's 
widow, or a soldier's mother. 
I only know 
that I heard the word pension as I passed 
ou"". of the doorway, and that the woman's 
eyes were wet as she talked, and that Randall 
appeared to be moved himself. 


One of th.; most indefatigable lobbyists, as 
regards her own interests, is Dr. Mary Walk- 
er, who struts around the Capitol corridors 
in a Pi ince Albert suit and little bits of pol- 
ished boots, with heels half way down the 
middle of the sole. 
She carries a plug hat 
in one hand and a lot of papers and a cane 
in the other. 
She buttonholes congressmen, 
even on the floor; and I saw her leaning over 
and whisjjjermg earnestly in the ear of Judge 
Holmau, of Indiana, while at the same time 
she flourished her papers imder his nose. 
Holman seemed annoyed, but 
he talked 
kindly to her; and after she went away, as I 
passed by his desk, he remarked: 
"That 
Dr. Mary Walker is a curious woman, but 
she really appears to have 
considerable 
ability." 


Another woman lobbyist—and here I wish 
to say that in the use of the term lobbyist I 
mean nothing oflFensive or corrupt. 
I use it 
in tbe sense that it is used here, as tbe name 
of a person who attempts to influence action 
in the departments or at the Capitol in any 
way. 
Another lady lobbyist, I was going to 
say is a madam lawyer of Washington, who 
is a curiosity in the sense that she practices 
law, solely for charity. 
She does not charge 
fees at all and when the Italian, Nardello, 
was about to hang, she bothered President 
Cleveland by her persistent appeals to save 
him. 
She would stand up before him and 
lay the law, the facts and his duties of 
mercy before him with all the force of a 
Roscoe Conkling, and he would listen and 
promise to consider. 
It may have been 
through her influence that Nardello got his 
reprieve, but there was no doubt of 
his 
guilt and the president did right in hanging 
him. 
This charity lobbyist is a woman of 
perhaps 40 years of aga 
She is straight, 
well formed and she has a fine, large, intel- 
lectual head well set on a pair of strong, 
well-shaped shoulders. 
She dresses plainly 
and her short brown hair stands out all over 
her head after the style of that of Andrew 
Jackson. 
Kate Field has been lobbying 
here to some extent against the Mormonsi, 
and the Mormons have had a lobby in favor 
of themselves. 


The lawyer who bored the 
president. 


There are some pitiable cases of Washing- 
ton lobbyists who are here working: for their 
own claims. 
Two old women have become 
known as characters of the house gallery. 
They have a claim before congress, and 
session after session they have come here ex- 
pecting to see it called up and parsed. 
They 
are plainly dressed, and they often bring 
their knitting with them to the sessions of 
congress. 
Day after day you may see them 
sitting there, one knitting and the other 
watching the 
legislation. 
The 
watcher 
leans over the railing and the least change 
in the business of the house attracts the at- 
tention of both. 
It is doubtful whether 
their bill will ever come up and it may be 
that one or other of them will drop dead 
while they are watching for it 
Congress is 
the slowest machine in the country, and 
many a claimant has come befoi-e it with 
black hair and gone away with gray before 
his claim was acted on. 


Billy McGarrahan is a case in point 
He 
came he. e away back in 1857, and twenty 
years ago he made his claim into a stock 
company of $5 000,000, and later on in- 
creased it to $10,000,000. 
The i^Uticians, 
editors and lawyers of the olden times have 
sUces of McGarrahan's stock piled away in 
their pigeon holes, and the most noted men 
of the country have been interested in his 
claim for the New Idria quicksilver mines 
of Lower California. 
Dan Sicklcs was Mc- 
Garrahan's lawyer when Lincoln was presi- 
dent, and all along thrdugh these years, 
from that time to this, Irish Billy has been 
fighting for his rights before congress. 
His 
hair is still brown, but I don't think be has a 
better chance of success to-day than he had 
thirty years ago. 
I saw him at the Capitol' 
to-night 
He is a clean, well-dressad Irish- 
man, of 60, with a smooth, red face, a pleas- 
ant blue eye and a frank, open manner. 
He 
was talking to a new congressman, and was, 
I doabt not, pouring out into his ears the 
wrongs of Billy McQarrahan.

A class of lobby ista h«re are soathem men 
who have lost cotton and other {«operty 
dwing the war. 
I know one old man with 
a pinched up, misanthropic face, cold, per- 
erty-stricken blue eyes, ragged white whis- 
kers, and straggling hair of spun silver. 
He 
dresses poorly, and he finds it hard to prose- 
cute his claim for the $503.000 which he lost 
in cotton. 
Another cotton claimant is a fine 
classical scholar wlio has worked long unong 
the members, and who think.s the country is 
going to the dogs at telegraphic speed. 


A great many of the lobbyists of Wash- 
ington go by the name of attorneys, and 
some of them have held prominent offices in 
the past 
Not a few of them have been in con- 
gress, and this fact gives them great advan- 
tage over other men, for tbe reason that they 
can go upon the floor during the session, and 
catch the congressmen in the cloak rooms. 
This better class of lobbyists seldom use 
money to influence votes. 
They trust to 
reason and their powers of persuasion. 
I 
suppose many of them would be shocked at 
the name of lobbyist, but it takes a fine mind 
to draw the lin3 where the illegitimate and 
the legitimate lobbying begins and ends. 


There is a set of lobbyists, however, known 
as the strikers of the lobby, who are as a 
rule first-class frauds. 
They make their 
money from a pretended acquaintance with 
prominent men, and they are broken-down 
politicians and adventurers. 
They 
hang 
about the hotels greeting prominent men, 
often without an introduction, and they 
promise votes which they have no chance 
whatever of 
influencing. 
Your average 
striker of the lobby has a coat that is a little 
worn at the seams. 
He can talk well, and 
one or two of them I know can chew tobacco 
and talk at the same time. 


There are some professional lady lobbyists 
at Washington, and a man and his wife used 
to work the business together. 
I doubt not 
that many a wife of a congressman and sen- 
ator lobbies her husband's favorite meas- 
ures on propitious occasions. 
A year or two 
ago there was a woman brought to the Gap- 
itol on a bed to lobby her pension. 
She had 
lost her health in service as a nurse in the 
army, and had not been able to rise and 
walk from her bed for seventeen years. 
Ceiv 
tainly no one will criticize such a case of 
lobbying. 
In fact the only objectionable 
lobbying, as far as I can see, is that in which 
a vote is attempted to be 'influenced by the 
payment of money or stock. 
All other 
action upon legislation, by reasoning, can- 
not be objected to.

strikers aud idlers. 
Very few of the

railroad tracks intently watching the 
movements of the railroad people. Sev- 
eral hundred men, • however, remained 
in close vicinity to the round house and 
the cars of the Lake Shore road and re- 
fused to obey tho order of the police to 
move. Clubs were drawn and several 
rushes were made on these grounds.

'-reported to have sustained serious injury. 
'The crowd gradually withdrew from the 
immediate vicinity of the yarda.

There are fully 200 police and specials 


stationed along the Lake Shore tracks, 
between 
Forty-first and 
Forty-fifth 


Htreote. 
Nearly 100 of the specials in 


the employ of the Lake Shore road are 
armed with Springfield breech loading 
musketi). 
These men are guarding tho 


round house tracks of the Lake Shore 


. road at intervals of fifty yards and no 


one is allowed to approach tho switches 
or property of tho railroad. 
The strik- 


ers and their adherents remain along 
State street, just outside of tho right of 
way of the railroad, excitedly discussing 
the situation. 


At 10:40 tho company had four engines 


out of the round house and run them 
south to the main switching yards, at 
Forty-third street, supposedly to got out 
a train. 


Deputy Sheriff Gleason appeared at 


Forty-first street shortly after 10 o'clock 
accompanied by several deputies and 
read the riot act at several points along 
the Lake Shore rond. »Tho crowds 
moved off quietly at tbe reading of the 
act and np to 11 o'clock everything was 
quiet in tho vicinity of tho railroad 
tracks from the City limits south to Kn- 
glewood. 


The Lake Shore company succeeded 


in making a train of fourteen freight 
cars and a caboose and started south at 
11:55 without molestation. 
A few min- 


utes before it started five strikeis ven- 
tured iuto tbe yards at Forty-third 
street and refusing to move, wore han- 
dled roughly by the police and one was 
placed under arrest. The others moved 


off.

A few of tho smaller 
nes arc portable, but the majority have 
>een formed in huge fragments or solid 
edges of porphyry or granite, just as the 
Mgger Indians of California make mor- 
irs in granite roofs in which to pound 
icir acorns. Here, however, tho seeds 


ground into Hour by being rubbed, 


ot boaien, as are the acorns; therefore, 
istcad of the cavity in the rock being 
round pot hole, it is a long, shallow,

Present—The Ladles of the Lobby and 
gouie Raru Man—The Striker—The Ei-

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The last clays of 


the session tiro fast approaching, and a few 
weeks at most will decide the fnto of every 
bill and chiim which is now before congress. 
The scones of tlio great Capitol building aro 
thoso o£ bustling activity, and a pushing, 
rushing, anxious crowd hangs about the 
doors OE llio house and' senate, hurrios tliis 
way and that through tho corridors, aud 
buttoiiholus the statesmen iu tlio embrasures 
of tlio window. Tho ladies' roceptiun room 
is never empty now, and there aro quite as 
many women as raon in other parts of tlio 
congressional lobby. Thfi galleries aro pretty 
woll filled all tho time, and the season, when 
the lobbyist gets his richest cream is at its 
full 


The Washington lobbyist does not make as 


much monoy now as formerly, and tlio daya. 
when fortunes were paid for a single .vote 
seem to have passed away. There nro scores 
of lobbyists here, but only a few of them 
make much money, and tho term is now 
applied to any one who attempts to in- 
fluence congress in any way rs regard 
to any measure, whether it bo iu his own 
interest or in the interest of his frioiids. 
When .Sam Ward was a power here it was 
not uncommon for sums like §10,000 and 
$25,000 to be spent to iiiflumce even minor 
matters, and John W. Forney is said to have 
received $25,000 for influencing a Pennsyl- 
vania congressman's vote against the Credit 
Mobilior bill 
It is said that SUOO.OOO were 


given lo lobbvists to get this subsidy through, 
and of this it is said that §500,0)0 want to 
congressmen.

Central Pacific railroad, an'i Mi is railroad 
always kyeps Us agent hero at Washington, 
Dick Fraiseliot, n n ex-congressman from Now 
York, got S^.\(H)(l ;i your for doing it in the 
pitst, ninl tho man who attends to its busi- 
ness now receives in all probability n greater 
salary tban twice that of tho chinf justice of 
tho supremo court, and bo is one of tho char- 
acters of \Vnshington. I sec him every day 
at tho Capitol Ho is a slightly bont, old 
gentleman, with hair and side whiskers as 
white as HIOW and a umilo which is childlike 
and bliiml. 
Ho looks vnry 7nncli liko n. re- 


tired statesman, and ho moves about through 
the corridors apparently on familiar terms 
with every noted man about the Capitol 
Ho probably knows more about legislation 
than any of tho congressmen themselves, and 
I would rather trust his judgment us to tho 
passage of a bill than that of four-fifths of 
the^ members of tlio house. lie live* in the 
fashionable northwest part of Washington, 
anil his daughters go into tho bast society. 
Ho ruiioi'ts tho doings of congress to C. P. 
Huntingdon and Huntingdon o[imi comes 
to Washington to confer with him. Lost 
your when Huntingdon was hero ho was sur- 
prised that ono of the senators re 1 used to 
come out into tbe lobby to seo him. 


TJio Pennsylvania railroad pays $10,000 a 


year to its agent at Washington, and this 
agent is a broad faced Quaker, with red 
side wbibkors, who Uied to be a Washington 
correspondent. 
There- are a number of 


other men who get big wages for influencing 
and keeping track of congrrssiniml work, 
but among them you will find no Sam 
Ward. 
Ward lived at Washington for 


eighteen yeaiT, and be wns the greatest 
[Iinner-giver tho capital has over had. Ho 
won a short, stout fellow, with twinkling, 
laughing eyi's, a noblo head and snow wltito 
imiicriiil.

An interview with Sam Randall 


Many of the lobby about congress aro poo- 


pie who hiivu their own claims to see after, 
and these seldom do work for outsido par- 
ties. Among them are scores of widows in 
black weeds, who. camo to tbe reception 
room to push, if possible, their claims for 
pensions. Othori aro southern women who 
havo lost property during the war and want 
tbe government to restore it 
I saw a sad 


scenu iu tho reception room to-day, it was 
that of a gray haired, bent old woman In 
black, with two little children standing be- 
side her, a boy and a girl pleading with Sam 
Randall 
She may havo been a soldier's 


widow, or a soldior'» mother. 
I only know 


that I beard the word pension as I passed 
oii1, of the doorway, and that the woman's 
eyes were -wcbos she talked, and that Randall 
appeared to bo moved himself. 


Ono of tho most indefatigable lobbyists, as 


regards her own' interests, is Dr. Alary Walk- 
er, who struts around tbo Capitol corridors 
in a Princu Albert suit und little bits of pol- 
ished boots, with beols half way down tho 
middle of tho sole. 
Sbo carries a plug hat 


in one hand and a lot of papers and a cane 
in tho other. 
She buttonholes congressmen, 


even on tho tloor; and I saw her leaning over 
and whispering earnestly in tho ear of Judge 
Holuiun, of Indiana, while at tho same time 
sho nourished nor papers under his nose. 
Holntaii scorned annoyjd, hut 
ha talked 


kindly to her; and after sbs went away, as I 
passed by bis desk, he remarked: "That 
Dr. Mary Walker is a curious woman, but 
she really appears to have considerable 
ability." 


Another woman lobbyist—and bore I wish 


to say that in the uso of the term lobbyist I 
mean nothing offensive or corrupt. I uso it 
in Mio sense that it is used. here, as the name 
of a person who attempts to influx-nee uctioii 
in tbo departments or at tbo Capitol in any 
way. 
Anotber lady lobbyist, I was going to 


say is a madam lawyer of Washington, who 
is a ourio.-uty in tho sense that sho practices 
law, solely for charity. 
Sho does not charge 


fees at all and when the Italian, Nardello, 
was about to hang, she bothered President 
Cleveland by her persistent appeals to save 
him. Sho would stand up before bim and 
lay the law, tho facts and his duties of 
mercy before him with all the force of a 
Hoscoo Conkling, and ho would listen and 
promise to consider. 
It may havo been 


through her influence that Nardello got hia 
reprieve, 1-ut there was no doubt of his 
guilt and tbo president did right in hanging 
him. This charity lobbyist is a woman of 
]>orhaps 40 years of age. 
Sbo in straight;, 


woll formed und sho has a fino, large, intel- 
lectual head well set on a. pair of strong, 
well-shaped shoulders. She dresses plainly 
and hor short browu. hair stands out all over 
her head after tho stylo of that of Andrew 
Jackson. 
Kate Field has been lobbying 


boro to some extent against tho Mormons, 
and. Lbo Mormons have had a lobby in favor 
of themselves. 


The lawyer who borfd the. president 


There aro some pitiable cases of Washing- 


ton lobbyists who are hero working for thoir 
own claims. Two old women havo become 
known as characters of tho houso gallery. 
They have a claim before congress, and 
session after session thoy havo come hero or- 
pccting losca it called up and pa-sod. They 
are plainly dressed, and they often bring 
their knitting with them to the sessions of 
congress.. Day after day you may see them 
sitting there, ono knitting and tho other 
watching tbo legislation. 
Tho 
watcher 


leans over tbo railing and tho least change 
in the business of tbo house attracts tho air 
tontion of both. It ia doubtful whether 
their bill will over como up ami it may bo 
that one or other of thorn will drop (lead 
while thoy iiro watching for it 
Congress is 


tho slowest machine in tbo country, and 
many a claimant has como before it with 
black hair rind gone away with gray before 
his claim wius acted on. 


Billy McUarrahan ia a caso in point. J'o 


camo hivis away buck in TW7, and twoiity 
years ago bo iniido his claim into n stock 
company of $o 1100.000, and later on in- 
creased it to $10,000.000. 
Tbo politicians, 


I'ditnrx nnd lawyers of tho olden times havo 
ulices Of McOnrnilmii's stock piled away in 
thoir pigeon holes, and tbo most noted mon 
of the-country havo been interested in his 
claim for the Nmv Idria quicksilver mines 
of Luwor California.

Giirrnhfiu's lnwyor when Lincoln wns prmi- 
ilfliil., and all along through those yoars, 
from Miat lime to this, Irish Hilly has been 
lighting lor bis rights before congress. Hid 
Imir isnlill brown, but I don't think bo has a 
liottor rliimeo of suemss to-day than ho bad 
thirty years ago. I saw him at tbo Capitol 
to-night. 
Ho is n clean, woll-drossjd Irish- 


man, <>f 00, with n smooth, red facu, a plua-s- 
ant bhm oyo und a flank, open manner. He 
wos talking to a now congressman, and WHS, 
1 doubt not, pouring uut into bis ears the 
wrouRa ot" Ullly McUuiTuhan. 


A class of lobbyists hero are southern mon 


who have lost cotton and other property 
during tbo war. I know ono old man with 
a pinched up, misanthropic face, cold, pov- 
erty-stricken blue eyes, ragged white whis- 
kers, and straggling hair of spun silver. He 
dresses poorly, and ho finds it hard to prose- 
cute his claim for tho $50J, 000 which he lost 
in cotton. 
Another cotton claimant is a tine 


classical scholar who has wos kcil long among 
tho members, and who thinks the country is 
going to tho do^s at telegraphic spool. 


A great many of tbo lobbyists of Wash- 


ington go by tho name o£ attorneys, and 
some of them havo held prominent offices in, 
the past. Not a few of thorn havo been in con- 
gross, and this fact givos them great advan- 
tage over other mon, for the reason that thoy 
can go upon thu iloor during tho session, and 
catch the congressmen in the cloak rooms. 
This better class of lobbyists seldom usa 
money to influence votes. Thoy trust to 
reason and their powers of persuasion. I 
suppose many of them would bo shanked at 
tho namo of lobbyist, but it takes a fine mind 
to draw tbo lin- where tho illegitimate and 
tho legitimate lobbying begins and ends. 


There is a sot of lobbyists, however, known 


as tbo strikers of tho lobby, who are as a 
rule first-class frauds. They make then- 
money from a protended acquaintance with 
prominent men, and thoy are broken-down 
politicians and adventurers. 
Thoy hang 


about tho hotels greeting prominent men, 
often without an introduction, and they 
promise votes which thoy have no chance 
whatever oF influencing. 
Your average 


striker of tbo lobby has a coat that is a little 
worn at tho soams. Ho can talk well, and 
Ono or two of thorn I know can chew tobacco 
and talk at the sime time. 


There are some professional lady lobbyists 


at Washington, and a man and his wife used 
to work the business together. 
I doabt not 


that many a wife of a congressman and sen* 
ftfeor lobbies her husband's favorite meas- 
ures on propitious occasions. A year or two 
ago thore was a woman brought to the Cap- 
itol on a bod to lobby her pension. She had 
lost her health in service as a nurse in tho 
army, and had not been able to rise and 
walk from her bed for seventeen years. Cer- 
tainly no ono will criticize such a case of 
lobbying. 
In fact, the only objectionable 


lobbying, as far as I can see, is that in which 
a vote is attumpted to be Influenced by tbe 
payment of money or stock. All other 
action upon legislation, by reasoning, can- 
not; be objected to.
